TWIN REVENUE BILLS READY FOR 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Real Estate Board Committee Ap- 
proves the Measures Already In- 
dorsed by the Civic Federation and 
Allied Bodies—One Proposed Law 
Provides for Fixing Standard Val- 
ues of Property—Other Affords Ma- 
ehinery for Equalizing Assessments 


Two bills providing for the equalization of 
assessments, combining to form Chicago’s 
revenue plan to be submitted soon to the 
General Agsembly, were approved yesterday 
by the committee of the Real Estate Board. 
They already have been indorsed by the 
Civic Federation and affiliated societies. 

The first of these two bills provides for 
fixing the standard of valuations of prop- 
erty; the second for the creation of the 
necessary machinery for correcting and 
equalizing assessments after the town as- 
sessors have returned their books. 

These joint measures will be the leading 
feature of the program of reform legisia- 
tion to be brought before the present As- 
sembly. If passed they are calculated to 
increase greatly the revenues of the State 
without increasing the fair burdens of 
taxation. 

The bills were drafted by Attorneys J. 8. 
Miller and H. L. Wilson, but were amended 
considerably in committee. 


Points in the First Bill. 

The first bill is intended to put a stop to the 
great inequalities in valuatiorfs in different 
towns and locations and between different 
pieces of property in the same locality. It 
proceeds upon substantially the same lines 
on that point as was contained in the bill 
introduced in the last Legislature.

A fire wall separated the blaz- 
ing building from the six-story structure on 
the east that extended to Fifth avenue, end 
when it was seen the first building was 
doomed the work of saving the corner 
structure began. Ladders were run 
to the top of the elevated loop in 
Fifth avenue and three companies of 
firemen went up with leads of hose, while 
Fire Marshal Horan ascended the fire es- 
cape on the Fifth avenue side of the bulld- 
ing. The Pickwick Clothing company, the 
Continent Shoe company, and Wurzburger 
& Co. occupied the most of the building. 

While the firemen were reconnoitering the 
flames suddenly broke through the fire- 
wall and began burning fiercely about the 
staird on the first floor, in the rooms of the 
Continent Shoe company. 
An instant later Fire Chief Swenie, with 
members of Engine Company No. 32, was 
smashing in the front door, and almost at 
the same time a powerful stream was play- 
ing on the burning stairs. It looked as 
though the fight to save the six-story build- 
ing was going to be successful. An instant 
later, looking up at the roof, the firemen out- 
side saw the fire going through the wall at 
the sixth floor and they knew that the build- 
ing was doomed. 

Ordered Up the Fire Escape. 

Engine Company No. 42 wae ordered up the 
fire-eacape after Marshal Horan with a lead 
of hose. They went through the windows 
at the fifth.floor, and for a few moments 


drove back the flames from the inside. While 


they were at work out of sight of the crowd 
the fire again broke loose below them. 

The flames came far out of the lower win- 
dows, and the street about the building was 
filled with choking smoke, while clouds of 
cinders came from the nearly destroyed 
building adjoining it. Marshal Horan and 
the men with him started for the windows 
and were about to climb out on the fire-es- 
cape. They looked down, and all they could 
see was flames, and overhead flames were 
coming out of the windows of the sixth floor. 
They started to climb down. 

“Climb up, you fools,” shouted a freman 
below them, and they climbed up. 

They went through the flames of the sixth 
floor, driving them away with their mit- 
tened hands and holding their breath to keep 
from sucking in the fre. Part of the way up 
| they were invisible to the crowd, and it 
seemed as though they must have burned to 
death. At last they were seen on the roof

Points in the Second Bill. 
The other bill provides that an assessment 
of real property shall be made but once in 


] five years, except that every year additions 


or deductions shall be made in cases where 
bulldings have been erected, changed, or de- 
stroyed. : 
This gives practically five years for the 
correction of inequalities or errors in the 
assessment. To accomplish this there is 
provided a Board of Supervisors of assese- 
ment, whose office shall be open at all times, 
where anybody can go and examine the as- 
sessment of his own as well as his neigh- 
bor’s property; make his complaint either 
that he is assessed too high or his neighbor 
too low, and have abundant time to present 
evideace and get the correction made. 


Supervisors for Cook County. 

The bill does not propose a Board of Super- 
visors of Assessment for all counties in the 
State, but is so framed that Cook County 
may have such a board, while in other coun- 
ties the County Treasurer will be supervisor 
of assessments. This Board of Supervisors 
shall consist of three members, to be appoint- 
ed by the Judge of the County Court, for a 
term of three years, and to secure the services 
of persons of high standing and integrity, 
they are to receive an annual salary of $5,000 
each.

REG MITES IN PAWNSHOPS 


DESTITUTE PEOPLE PLEDGE TRI- 
FLES FOR THEIR LIVES. 


Plead with the Money-Lenders to Take 
Even the Garments from Their 
Backs That They May Be Enabled 
with the Pittance to Provide for 
Helpless and Suffering Dear Ones— 
Piteous Scenes in the Tenement 
House Districts. 


Destitute men and women thronging the 
pawnshops and begging the proprietors to 
take the clothes from their backs that they 
might get food and fuel to keep their chil- 
dren from starving and freezing, and chil- 
dren bringing the coats and cloaks of their 
parents to wn while the elders sat freez- 
ing at home was the pitiful drama that was 
enacted ;csterdmy all day long in the musty 
and ill-lightéd pawnshops that abound in 
the poverty-stricken sections of the city. 

Their clothing was all that most of the 
deptitute people had left. The second-hand 
stores long since got their furniture, and 
even their beds have been sold to buy food, 
while the children sleep on the floor. What 
little jewelry they possessed went days ago, 
when the cold first came, and yesterday their 
ragged and worn cloaks, overcoats, and mit- 
tens went in the same way for money to buy 
food and fuel. All. day yesterday the little 
shops that are close together along South 
Halsted and South Clark streets and the 


Farther up the street, near Van Buren 
street, a fairly well dressed workingman 
entered a pawnshop just behind a reporter 
for THe TRIBUNE. The workingman called 
the pawnbroker into a corner and began to 
whisper to him as if loath to have his story 
overheard. After the two had talked to- 
gether a minute the man unwrapped a large 
bundle done up in ‘brown paper. It con- 
tained a suit of clothes, much worn, but ev- 
idently 4a Sunday best.“ 

The proprietor turned the clothes over, 
pointed out traces of several rents that 
had been carefully mended, and then handed 
the man three silver dollars, which he at 
first refused to take. 

They are worth more,“ he said. 

Finally, when the pawnbroker refused to 
lend any more, he took the money and went 
out. Then the proprietor told the reporter 
the man’s story. 7 

He is an employee of one of the largest 
manufacturing concerns in the city that 
is runging at half time after a long shut- 
down. The company’s pay day is next 
Monday, and there will be $6 due him for his 
week’s work on that day. That is all he 
will have for the support of a wife and five 
children for the next seven days. The $3 
which he received from the pawnbroker will 
have to buy the food and fuel for seven 
persons for five days. 


Her First Experience. 


In another shop a woman and a little boy 
came in together. Both were fairly well 
dressed and it was their first visit to the shop. 
The woman took a heavy gold seal ring from 
her finger and handed it to the pawnbroker, 
and in return was given 75 cents. When she 
went ouf she started straight across the 
street with her little boy to a Jewish meat 
market and in a few minutes came out with

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temperature was 5° warmer than it was at 
the same time on Monday. 

The number of frozen noses and frosted 
ears was also lighter, net because a tem- 
perature of 15° below zero is much more 
merciful to unprotected features than 20°, 
but because the commuters awoke to the 
fact. that weather below the zero mark is 
apt to freeze things. 

Jump Near Noon Hour. 

The moderation of the weather continued 
almost imperceptibly until between 11 and 
12 o’clock the mercury took a jump. At 11 
o’clock the thermometer showed 13° below, 
and at noon it had risen to minus 9, a change 
of 4° to the good. The rapid rise caused 
many people to think that spring had come, 
but a few minutes without ear-muffs was 
sufficient to convince the most skeptical that 
bluebirds had not yet begun to build their 
nests in Lincoln Park. 

The change after 12 o’clock was slower, 7° 
below being recorded at 1 o’clock, and 4° 
“helow at2p.m. The next hour the mercury 
in the thermometer reached 8° below zero, 
the highest point of the day. It hung there 
for an hour, and then slowly fell and re- 
mained minus 4° until nearly midnight. 


Suffering in the City. 


The suffering in the city was even more in- 
tense than on Monday because, while the 
weather was slightly moderated, the result 
of the three days of unprecedented cold was 
being felt. People who managed to battle 
against the elements on the first day of the 
blissard and to keep up the fight some way or 
another on Monday had to give up yesterday 
and the police stations and relief societies 


were deluged with petitions for help. 


Crowds of starving people packed the halls 
of the stations where supplies were given 
out. At the South Chicago, East Chicago 
Avenue, and Maxwell Street Stations, and 
many others the corridors and drill-rooms 
were packed with hungry men and women 
during the entire forenoon. At the South 
Chicago Station 150 persons stood outside 
in the bitter cold for hours waiting a chance 
to put in their applications for relief. 


Firemen Kept on the Jump. 


Besides the fire in the evening at Fifth 
avenue and Monroe street there were many 
other fires, and the men of the department 
were kept on the jump all day.

Springfield, III., Jan. 26.—{Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Revell of Cook introduced to- 
day and had advanced to second reading 4 
bill for the repeal of the libel law as it stands 
on the statute books of the State. The Revell 
bill may go through the House, but it will 
probably be referred to a committee when 
it gets to the Senate, thus giving the news- 
papers a chance to be heard in a proper legis+ 
lative way. 


This bill was passed by the last General 


Assembly in regular session after a strenu+ 
ous effort on the part of the newspaper pub- 
Ushers. The law of libel was made a topic 
within the purview of the Assembly in the 
' @pecial session by reason of the fact of its 
being included in Gov. Altgeld's call. A bill 
Tor its repeal was introduced in the House by 
John Challacombe of Montgomery. It passed 
the House, and got to third reading in the 
Senate, where, through the efforts of some 
Rewspaper men, it was stranded, and left 
to die on the last day of the session. Some 
of the newspapers indulged freely in con-

Former Law of Criminal Libel. 


The statutes which it is supposed will re- 
main should the act in question be repealed 
are as follows: ‘ 

“CRIMINAL LIBEL—Sec. 177—A libel is 
a malicious defamation, expressed either by 
printing, or by signs or pictures, or the like, 
tending to blacken the memory of the one 
who is dead, or to impeech the honesty, in- 
tegrity, virtue, or reputation, or publish the 
natural defects of one who is alive and there- 
by ex him to public hatred, contempt, 
ridicule, of financial injury. 

“Bec. 178—~Every person, whether writer 
or publisher, convicted of libel shall be

“Sec. 170—In all prosecutions for libel, the

The foregoing sections are from the orimi- 
nal code. 
Old Law ef Slander and Libel. 
Followi is the chapter on slander and 
libel which it is supposed will remain: 
“Sec. 1. That if any person shall falsely 
use, utter, or publish words which in their 
common acceptation shall amount to chargé 
of any person with having been guilty of 
- fornication or adultery, such words sa. 
spoken shall be deemed actionable, and he 
shall be deemed guilty of slander. 

“Sec, 2. It shall be deemed slander and 
shall be actionable to charge any person 
with swearing faleely or with having sworn 
falsely, or for using, uttering, or pu lish 
words of or concerning any person whic 
in thelr common acceptation amount to 
such charge, whether the words be spoken 
in conversation of and concerning a judicial 
proceeding or not. 

„ Sec. 3. In actions for slander or sibel an 
unproved allegation of truth of the matter 
charged shall not be deemed proof of mal- 
ice unless the jury, on the whole case, find 
that such defense was made with malicious 
intent. And it shall be competent for the 
defendant to establish the truth of the mat- 
ter charged by a preponderance of testi- 
| mony.” 

A number of Senators and Representatives 
were asked their opinions regarding the bill 
introduced this morning by Representative 
Revell in the House to repeal the libel law. 


Revell Talks of His Bill. 


Representative Revell said: ‘‘ My reasons 
for introducing the bill to repeal the libel 
law are, it is a law that should never have 
been placed upon the statutes of our State. 
Under the law a newspaper can publish a 
four- column article, with sensational head- 
lines, Mbeling a man, yet the retraction, 
though placed in as prominent position as 
the original article, may be but two or three 
lines sandwiched in between some other ar- 
ticles. I believe in the liberty of the press, 
and that it should enjoy every freedom in 
its publication, but the masses at large 
should have protection from the taking 
away of what in some cages in their only pos- 
session—their good name. I believe this law 
is unconstitutional, inasmuch as it is class 
legislation, giving a newspaper certain priv- 
tleges Which it does not grant to other par- 
tles. My idea in this repeal is not many way 
to injure legitimate newspapers, and I am 
satisfied that they will not be materially af- 
fected by the repeal of the act.“ 

Senator O’Brien—The bill to repeal the 
libel law will certainly be passed without 
any trouble. Under the present libel law 
a newspaper has perfect freedom to dig upa 
man’s past and parade it before the public, 
and especially is thie so a man runs 
for public office. This ie not right. No mat- 
ter what a man’s past may have been, if he 
is settled down and living an honorable life, 
it is not justice to dig up his past, and if it 
is done he should have some recourse be- 
yond the limitation of the present libel law. 


Wells Upholds Present Law. 


Senator Welle said: I do not think the 
present libel law is working any hardships 
and I don't see and reason why the bill 
should be passed. I don’t think it will.” 

Senator Mahoney said: I voted against 
the libel law two years ago and Iam going 
to vote for this bill. The libel law should 
certainly be repealed.” 

Senator Dwyer said: “‘ When this law is 
repealed the old law will be enforced. In 
addition to this Senator Lundin will intro- 
duce a bill in the Senate along the lines of 
the English libel law, conformed to suit the 
existing conditions here. .Under this law 
cartoons that are suggestive will not be per- 
mitted and it will bé a criminal offense to 
print such cartoons. I am opposed to a law 
that gives to the press the right to tell any- 
thing which is untrue. The characters of 
men in Chicago who are better than two- 
thirds of the newspaper men have been 
ruthlessly assailed lately without cause.“ 

Representative Merriam said: “I think 
the present law is a reasonable one and pro- 
tects the newspapers from spiteful enemies 
who think they have been unjustly dealt 
with. An effort was made to repeal this law 
during the extra session two years ago, but 
failed, and I thinkit will tall now.

If something untrue is 
published there is a remedy; where there is 
smoke there is generally a flre.“ 

Senator Hunt said: ‘ The present law is 
radically wrong, and I would like to see it 
amended: A man now has not even a ghost 
of a show under this law. In the Senate we 
worked hard to pass this law, and also 
against the repeal at the extra session two 
years ago. Abuse has been heaped upon 
many since that time who worked hard to 
pass the act, and the feeling seems to be in 
favor of the repeal.“ 

Senator Evans said: ‘‘I was for the act 
when it was passed at the request of several 
newspaper men, but since that time they have 
abused it, and I think everybody is about 
disgusted.” 

Senator McCloud said: I think there are 
many irregularities existing under the libel 
law which should be corrected. It is coward- 
ly for a man to hide behind an editorial, and 
abuse another man. If the writer of abusive 
articles is not bold enough to sign his name I 
believe he should be compelled to do it.“

BR. B. Ray Backed by Railway En- 
ployes for Secretary of the Board of 
Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners — Former Superintendents 
of Jacksonville Institutions Want 
Their Old Positiens—To Hear Con- 
tested Election Cases Neat Tuesday, 


Springfield, Til., Jan. 26.—[(Special.J—B. B. 
Ray of Chicago, who during the campaign 
werked with the Republican State Central 
committee, is a candidate for the Secretary- 
ship of the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. He is here tonight, accom- 
panied by P. W. Connolly, General Yard- 
master of the Santa Fé road, representing 
the Yardmasters’ Association of Chicago; 
William Kilpatrick, Chief Conductor of the 
Order of Railway Conductors of Chicago;

Rowe's Justice Court Plan. 


Representative P. A. Rowe of Cook County 
has prepared a joint resolution calling for

Instead of constables there shall be a high

No summone, at- 
tachment, replevin, or other first process, 
éxcept in criminal cases, issued by any 
Justice of the Peace or Police Magistrate, 
shall run within the jurisdiction of any such 
district court. 


WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE CONVENTION OPENS 


Seventeen States Represented at the 
Meeting in Des Moines—Miss 
Susan B. Anthony Speaks. 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 26.—[Special.]~The 
woman's suffrage convention opened this 
morning in the Central Christian Church 
with a comparatively small attendance in 
numbers, but seventeen States being repre- 
sented. Susan B. Anthony presided and 
Was assisted by the Rev. Anna Howard 
Sha of Philadelphia, Vice-President-at- 
Large. Mrs. Rachael Foster Avery, Corre- 
sponding Secretary, and Mise Alice Stone 
Blackwell, tue Recording Secretary, also 
occupied seats on the platform. At either 
side of the platform and behind hung large 
flags, and on the blue background are four 
stars, representing the four enfranchised 
States— Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, and 
Idaho. 

Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery, the Corre- 
sponding Secretary, read the report of the 
national headquarters at Philadelphia. Mrs. 
Avery spoke of the willingness of 600 to 700 
papers to publish weekly suffrage articles, 
which now reached 1,000,000 readers and 
have cost only $18. The National Suffrage 
Bulletin had been sent out from the national 
headquarters in Philadelphia, and 17,700 
copies had been sent out. The headquarters 
had sent out 26,000 leaflets and 24,800 press 
articles during the year. 

Following this, there was a general dis- 
cussion of the complaint that States, as soon 
as enfranchised, had a tendency to drift 
away from the headquarters work. The 
delegates for the enfranchised States—W yo- 
ming, Colorado, Utah, and Idaho—pledged 
themselves and their States to help until 
all women are enfranchised. 

There was also a discussion of newspaper 
influences, some favoring organs and others 
wanting to rely upon the general newspa- 
pers, which are ready to help any good cause. 
The latter sentiment was the prevailing one. 
With this the morning session closed. 

At the afternoon session the main feature 
was Miss Anthony's address, and in sub- 
stance she spoke as follows: 

“The year 1896 witnessed greater suc- 
cesses than any other since the first pronun- 
ciamento was made at Seneca Falls, N. T., 
on July 19, 1848. On Jan. 6 the President 
proclaimed Utah to be a State with a consti- 
tution that does not discriminate against 
women: on Nov. 8, by a majority of = 
6,000, the men of Idaho declared in favor of 
woman’s suffrage, and for the first time in 
the history of the judicial decisions upon the 
enlargement of woman’s rights, civil and 
political, the Supreme Court of Idaho unani- 
mously decided that the amendment so car- 
ried was constitutional. 

We also had pending in California a 
woman’s suffrage amendment. Your Presi- 
dent, Vice-President-at-Large, and National 
Organizer, together with Miss Yates, Miss 
Hay, Miss Mills, Mrs. Sweet, and Miss Lucy 
Anthony, gave more or less time to speaking 
and working in that State for eight months, 
Never have I known of a more thorough 
and effective educational work done in any 
of the thirteen suffrage amendment cam- 
paigns we have had since 1867, Could we 
have counted out the two largest cities, San 
Francisco and Oakland, the amendment 
would have been carried by 500 majority. 
But California’s defeat is simply victory de- 
ferred, for the Legislature is sure to re- 
submit the amendment, and the educational 
campaign carried on for the last two years 
will be continued the coming two, when a 
large enough number will be converted to 
overcome the slum vote, and November,

The special correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who is visiting the distressed prov- 
inces of India, has arrived at Bijapur, 245 
miles southeast of Bombay, and finds in this 
district the keenest distress, especially 
among the people of the lower castes. These 
are on the verge of starvation and are only 
saved from it by the government relief work, 
which enables them to earn enough money 
to at least keep body and soul together while 
awaiting the brighter state of affairs which 
recent rains are expected to provide later in 
the year. 

It is estimated that fully one-tenth of the 
cattle in this district have already perished 
from lack of fodder, and the loss from this 
cause will undoubtedly be increased between 
now and the growing of the new crops. In 
the flelds can be seen lying numbers of car- 
’ — of animals being devoured by vultures.

BXCITED OVER CAMPOS PALACE VISIT | pillaging grain stores whenever * 
tunity arises, and the prisons are full of 
thieves who have been captured while steal- 
ing grain or in attempting to do so. 

Among the masses there are many cases 
of illness arising from lack of proper nour- 
ishment and emaciation. It is regarded as 
certain that cholera will reach this district 
sooner or later, owing to the carelessness of 
the people, who dread being taken to the hos- 
pitals provided for their care, believing that 
they are certain to die within a fortnight if 
they enter a hospital. 

Beyond doubt the utmost resources of the 
government will be taxed before long in the 
efforts which will have to be made to cope 
with the steadily increasing distress.

London, Jan. 26.—In the House of Com- 
mons today the amendment of Sir William 
Wedderburn, Bart., member for Banffshire, 
Radical, who has lived a great time in India, 
calling for a minute, independent inquiry 
into the condition of the masses of India, 
was rejected by a vote of 217 to 90. 

Sir William Wedderburn contended that 
the people were in a state of chronic desti- 
tution and asserted that the causes of the 
evil were the usurers, the system of ta- 
ation, and the civil courts, which, he added, 
were unsuitable for Indian intelligence. 

Mr. Mancherjee Merwanjee Bhownaggree, 
member of the Northeast Division of Beth- 
nal Green, Conservative, a representativs 
of what may be termed the anti-congress 
party in India, opposed the amendment on 
the ground that it would incite discontent in 


India. 

Lord George Hamilton, the Secretary of 
State for India, said that the amendment 
emanated from the Indian National Con- 
gress, which, he explained, always attacked 
the British nation. 

The House of Commons thereupon voted 
the address to the Queen.

THE LIBEL LAW REPEAL BILL. 
Representative Revell, the author of the 
bill to give Chicago Aldermen $8,000 a year, 
has introduced a bill to repeal the news- 
paper libel law of 1895.

“the masses —meauing “the bosses — 


of the protection they should have against 


the “ taking away of their good name.” 

Tun Tripune defies Mr. Revell or the 
men who stand in the background and ere 
using Di as a catspaw to name one per- 
son who has been injured by this law, which 
has been on the statute: books nearly two 
years, The same measure has been in 
force in Minnesota and other Northwestern 
States for a longer period; and no com- 
plaint of its workings has been made by 
any innocent, honest man. 

The Illinois Legislature passed the law 
two years ago in order to protect news- 
papers against marauding shysters and 
blackmailers and boodlers. The law has 
done that. It has protected papers which 
were not actuated by malicious motives 
when they published a libel and enabled 
them to exonerate themselves from the 
payment of punitive but not of actual 
damages; but it has not enabled news- 
papers to persist maliciously in untruthful 
criticism of anybody. If any member of 
the Legislature or of the City Council has 
been unjustly assailed he has always had 
it in his power to demand a prompt and 
complete retraction, and, failing to obtain 
that, he has had the same right to sue for 
actual and exemplary (or punit've) dam- 
ages as if the law had mot been passed. No 
innocent man has suffered under it: no in- 
nocent man can suffer under ft. for the re- 
fusal to retract is prima facie evidence of 
malice if the statement complained of is 
not true and cannot be established in court. 
We have not as yet heard of any case in 
which a refusal to retract has beer followed 
by a libel snit successfully prosecuted to a 
conclusion, although the law does not in- 
terfere withy but rather helps, the injured 
person who begins a-suit after a retraction 
is denied. Nor have we heard of any case 
in which a retraction has prevented a com- 
plainant from obtaining substantial justice 
both in court and out of it. 
should ‘there be any pretense that the law 
has operated to the injury of anybody or 
given undue preference to one class of citi- 
zens over another? We say this pretense 
is untrue and fraudulent on its face. 

The law of 1895, the provisions of which 
most people may have forgotten, reads as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, ete., That in any action 


brought for the publication of a libel in any news- 
paper in this State the plaintiff shall recover only 


actual damages, ‘if it shall appear at the trial or 


such action that such publication was made in 
good faith, and that there were reasonable grounds 
for believing that the statements set forth in such 
publication were true, and that its falsity was 
due to mistake or misapprehension of facts, and 
that in the next two regular issues of said news- 
paper, after said mistake or misapprehension was 
brought to the knowledge of the publisher or 
publishers of guch newspaper, whether before or 
after suit brought, a correction or retraction was 
published in as conspicuous a manner and place 
in said newspaper as was the libel. 

Sec. 2. No exemplary or punitive damages 
shall be recovered in any action brought for the 
publication of a libel in any newspaper in this 
State unless the plaintiff shall before bringing suit 
ive notice to the defendant in writing to publish 
a retraction or correction of the libel. and shall, 
before bringing suit, allow the defendant a reason- 
able time in which to publish such retraction or 


correction. Proof of publication of such retraction’ 


or correction shall be admissible in evidence under 
the general issue in mitigation of damages, and 
in evidence pf the good faith of the defendant, pro- 
vided that the retraction or correction shall be pub- 
lished in as conspicuous a manner and place in 
said newspaper as was the libel. Provided, That 
the provisions of this act shall not apply to the 
cage of any libel against any candidate for a pub- 
lic office in this State, unless the retraction of the 
charge is made editorially in a conspicuous manner 
at least ten days before the election. 

Mr. Revell states that— 

It is a law that should never havebeen placed 
upon the statutes of our State. Under the law a 
newspaper can publish a four-column article, with 
sensational headlines, libeling a man, yet the re- 
traction, thou placed in as prominent position 
as the original article, may be but two or three 
lines sandwiched in between some other articles. 


Mr. Revell’s statement is not correct. 
Can it be that he never read the law with 
its ig for the conspicuous ”’ publica- 
tion of corrections in the same manner and 
place” as the origthal libel? Retractions 
and corrections have been printed on de- 
mand under this law. It has never been 
charged that the manner of publication was 
unsatisfactory. 

As has been stated, if any person has been 


injured by a libel he can recover th actual | 


damages he may have suffered. The fact 
that the publisher is not actuated by malice 
makes no difference, All the law does is 10 
enable the defendant to show that he was 
not actuated by malice, and thus escape 
punitive damages. If he refuses to print 


a correction then he is liable as if the law 


had never been passed. Whom can Mr. 
Revell refer to as a person who has de- 
manded a retraction and received it to his 
injury, or been denied it and then been pre- 
vented from suing for punitive damages to 
his heart’s content. 

This is all there is to the law. Why then 
should Revell talk of its unconstitution- 
ality and injustice? Because he has been 


|! imposed upon and put up to mischief by the 


machine leaders. Revell is so uncertain of 
‘what he calls his mind that he made the 
speech nominating Lorimer for Senator in 
‘the Cook County’ caucus and then voted 
against him on the second ballot. What

repeal of this just law would punish the 
papers. But the papers will continue to 
flourish and lash them unmercifully if they 
deserve it, whether the law is repealed or 
not.. We believe the machine members will 
be no better off without the law than with 
it. But they have not the votes to repeal 
it. The country members know the law is- 
a good and just one, and they will not help 
these soreheads from Cook, whom they de- 
feated on the Senatorial question, to get a 
lick back at the press for knocking them out. 


THE INUTILITY OF A COMMISSION. 

The Indianapolis monetary conference re- 
solved that it would ask Congress to au- 
thorize the President to appoint a comimis- 
sion to devise a plan for the reform of the 
currency. It resolved further that if Con- 
gress declined to do that an unofficial com- 

mission should be appointed by the Execu- 
tive committee selected’ at Indianapolis, to 
study the subject, get up 4 plan, and submit 
it to Congress. 

The criticism of Tap Trisunzr was that 
Congress would not authorize the appoint- 
ment of a commission; that it would not 
pay the least attention to the recommenda- 
tions of any commission, whether of its own 
creation or gotten up by outsiders; and, 
finally, that there was no need of a com- 
mission to tell Congress what to do when 
the duty of that body was so very clear. 

The New York Evening Post is of a con- 
trary opinion. It thinks a commission 18 
needed: for the reason that every other 
mode of securing currency reform and the 
breaking of the endless chain has been 
tried.” Then it goes on to state that the 
best way to get Congress to act is hy stirring 
up the people—" by agitation, by discussion, 
by instruction —until they demand that 
their representatives attend to the currency 
question. 

According to the Evening Post, a popu- 
lar agitation” is what is necded, and 
the best possible method of stirring up the 
voters is in its judgment the one adopted 
by the delegates to the Indianapolis con- 
ference. 

Whether they ought to co to Congress and ask 
for a commission or appoint a commission of their 
own is a matter of secondary importance. The 
important thing is to agitate. Congress will take 
no offense at either method if the people show an 


take 
interest in the question, because when they 
such an interest they will elect members with 


reference to this subject. 
Tun TrrpuNe believes fully in the 


virtues of agitation.“ It has been agitat- 
ing for some years for the purposc of open- 
ing the eyes of the people to the dangers 
which threaten them from a vicious cur- 
rency tem. But Tue TRIBUNE does not 
believe “agitation by commission ” will 
have any perceptible effect on the people. 
It is most desirable that the currency 
should be reformed speedily—this year. 
The matter should be attended to before 
there can be another run on the Treasury 
for gold. If the appointment of a.commis- 


Sion were to be authorized at the extra ses- 


sion there would be an inevitable delay 
while the commission was investigating 
and getting at a plan. 

Its members would travel over the coun- 
try and have hearings in all large places. 
Doubtless the free silverites, or currency 
deformers, would insist on having a repre- 
sentative on the commission. He would 
invite all th® financial cranks and lunatics 
in the United States to appear before it. 
The commission would submit to Congress 
finally a majority report, two or more. 
minority reports, and a mass of te stimony, 
which, when printed, would make a huge 
book. 

While the commission was uselessly busy 
Congress would be idle. Wha* mischief 
might happen while it was waiting for the 
commission no one can tell. When Con- 
gress had received the report of that body 
it would go on to legislate as if there never 
had been a commission. 

A commission will simply delay action, 
and can give Congressmen no information 
they have not now. They are aware of the 
fact that the greenbacks are a menace to 
the country; that they are out of circula- 
tion; that they are held by banks which use 
them to draw gold out of the Treasury; 
that it is in the power of the banks to draw 
out all the gold it contains and break down 
the financial system; and that the banks 
should not have this power. 

These are simple truths, The Congress- 
men who are for sound money know them, 
and do not need instruction from a com- 
mission. Therefore nothing is to be gained 
by calling on Congress to authorize the ap- 
pointment of a commission to tell Congress 
to do what it knows ought to be done. 

Supposing Congress refuses to have a 
commission. Then what is to be gained 
by the appointment of a volunteer commis- 
sion? Its members will hold private meet- 
ings and elaborate a plan. But that will 
not be “agitation.” That will not be 
awakening the people by discussion and 
instruction. Could not the men who may 
compose such a commission make a more 
effective use of their time? 

Tue TRIBUNE sees no reason to change 
its previously expressed opinion. A com- 
mission is no more needed to tell Congress 
how it shall reform the currency than to 
tell Congress that more revenue is needed 
for the support of the government, or how 
to get it. 


LAST EXPLOIT OF THE COUNCIL. 


Monday night the Council passed by a 
two-thirds vote an ordinance granting for 
twenty years the monopoly use of thirty 
miles of city streets to a street railroad com- 
pany which is required to pay only a mere 
trifle for the valuable franchises conferred 
on it. 

Among the streets thus given away is 
Wabash avenue from Twenty-third to Six- 
‘ty-third street, a. distance of five miles. 
For the exclusive use of this street the com- 
pany is to pay a mileage rental commencing 
at $200 a mile and rising to $500 for the last 
five years of the franchise. 

Five hundred dollars is one-tenth 1 1 
per cent on $500,000. That is the most 
the corrupt Council thinks the General 
Electric should pay for the use of a street 
valued. for franchise purposes at half a 
million dollars. The ¢itizens contribute the 
main part of the stock in trade of this cor- 
poration, and all they get in return is a 
miserably inadequate rental. 

The original. ordinance provided for the 
payment to the city of a percentage of the 
gross receipts, starting at 1 per cent per 
annum and rising gradually to 5 per cent. 
That was only a quarter of what should 
have been paid, but the company thought 
the city would get too much. So it ordcred 
its. Aldermen to strike out the percentage 
provision and substitute the mileage rental 
under which the city will get less. 


The honest Aldermen did their best to 


secure the adoption of amendments to pro- 


tect the rights of the city and its citizens. 


The well disciplined majority tabled those 
amendments one by one. The propositions 
that it pave the streets it was to occupy, 
that it keep them in repair, and that it

the effect that the 5 fare “ should 
not exceed 5 cents,” thus reserving to the 
Council the right of regulation. Thirty- 
nine’ Aldermen voted against that amend- 
ment. 

It was explained to them that unless this 

was adopted it would be much 
more difficult he future Councils to reduce 
fares. That only confirmed them in their 
position. They want the hands of future 
Councils to be so tied that they can do noth- 
ing for the people. 

Then the ordinance giving away fran- 
chises worth millions was jammed through 
by a vote of 46 to 16. Those who voted for 
it were:

Those whose terms expire this year are 
designated by a star. It will be seen that 
there are twenty-seven of them. The rec- 
ords of these men have been compiled and 
published by the Municipal Voters’ League.

Election day is only a little over two 
months off, and yet a batch of Aldermen 
who want to be re#lected defy their con- 
stituents by handing over to a street railroad 
company privileges worth millions for 
which it hasto pay nothing to the city. Will 
the wards which have sent these men to the 
Council re#lect them in April? 

Of course Mayor Swift will veto this 
villainous ordinance. In doing so he wil 
state to the Aldermen the value of the fran- 
chises granted and the proper compensation 
the company should make for them. He 
will show that the value of the rails, cars, 
and power-houses contributed by the com- 
pany is but a bagatelle compared with the 
value of the streets contributed by th ity, 
and that therefore the former should pay 
a good percentage of its gross earnings and 
also pave, repair, and clean the streets it 
uses,

It appears that there has been such a de- 
cline in freight rates during the six years 
which have elapsed since the boom year of 
1890 that the roads charge on the average 
a cént per ton per mile. Passenger rates 
have fallen also, but not in the same pro- 
portion. 

The shippers of freight during the lean 
years of 1895 and 1896 paid 10 per cent less 
per ton per mile than they did during more 
prosperous years. They should be thank- 
ful for that reduction, small as it is com- 
pared with the reductions in some other 
quarters. 

But the railroads did not lower their 
rates on account of sympathy for their cus- 
tomers. They charged less because they 
felt the public could not pay more, or rather 
because they saw the conditions were such 
that their earnings would be greater with 
lower rates, which made the burden of hard 
times a little easier for shippers than with 
high rates, which would have _ repelled 
traffic. 

Railroad managers are in the habit of an- 
nouncing that if they charged the same 
freight rates that foreign railroads do their 
earnings would be enormous. They always 
forget to add that if such rates were charged 
here the American roads would not have the 
freight to carry they have now. Much of it 
could not stand the higher rates which 
would eut down the volume of business so 
greatly that the roads would not make as 
much as.they do now. 

LILIUOKALANI AND GROVER, 

The country has been agreeably enter- 
tained by the series of coincidences that 
whenever Lilidokalani, former Queen of 
Hawaii, reachedthe National Capital Presi- 
dent Cleveland, her former champion, had 
just departed in search of some homeless 
ducks. It was not to be expected that the 
coincidences could continue indefinitely, 
especially when such an indefatigable ex- 
Queen was conducting one branch of the 
coincidences, and it has therefore happened 
that her patience has been rewarded by a 
personal interview with the artless dodger. 

The details of that interview unfortunate- 
ly do not redound to the credit for frank- 
ness previously held by the President. 
There is a suggestion of blandishment in his 
expressed delight ¢hat she did not disap- 
point him by refraining from making him a 
visit. His evident reluctance to permit any 
relapses into silence to creep into the inter- 
tiew shows a feverish desire to evade the 
specter of those hurried exits to the ducking 
grounds that must have been constantly 
confronting him. This undoubtedly was 
the reason why he “ chatted gayly,“ who is 
seldom known to be gay, and why “ his face 
lighted up with pleasure,” whose face sel- 
dom is anything but heavy. There may 
have been, however, a diplomatic purpose in 
the Presidential mind to avoid another un- 
It is known that the ex- 
Queen never really becomes loquacious and 
eloquent until she gets started on her fa- 
vorite topic, restoration,“ and it had been 
freely hinted that she intended to air her 
entire verbal repertor$on that subject when 
she could reach the President’s ear. It is 
possible, therefore, that the unwonted gay- 
ety assumed by the Chief Executive was 
an adroit subterfuge to head off restora- 
tion,“ and there seems to be a basis for this 
suspicion in the closing words of the Wash- 
ington report of the episode: Not one word 
was said about restoration.” 


JAMIESON’S BIG GRAB. 

While he was County Purchasing Agent 
Dr. Jamieson got $5,000 a year, and was 
glad to get it. He should have been, for it 
was all he was worth, though he did more 
work than he is doing in his present office, 
which he will hold for six years. 

As Clerk of the Appellate Court he re- 
ceives in fees, it is said, about $20,000 a 
year, and the work of the office is done by 
subordinates. The venerable and learned 
Judge Gary and his colleagues, Judges 
Waterman and Shepard, all of them men of 
great legal ability, and all of them very 
hard workers, receive $7,000 a year apiece, 
or $21,000 per annum, altogether. 


Thus the Clerk of the court, professional 


— 
about as much as one of the Judges makes 


in three years. 

If Judge Gary is worth $7,000 a year how 
much is Jamieson worth? Perhaps $2,000. 
But that would be a high figure, for up to 


this time he has shown no disposition to at- 


tend faithfully to his duties as Clerk. His 
labors consist in running a machine, in 
trying to elect an unfit candidate as Sena- 
tor, and in promising to members offices 
of which he did not have the giving, 

Perhaps there are members of the Legis« 
lature who want to do a little real reforming. 
Then they should leave the libel law alone 
and devote themselves to the startling case 
of Thomas the Promiser, who is given the 
pay of three Judges and does not do the 
work of one Clerk. 

The members saw a great deal of Jamie- 
son during the early part of this mouth. 
He was always at Springfield with them, 
and never in his office where he belonged. 
When the reform members understand that 
Jamieson holds one of the best paid offices 
in Illinois, and that his money comes from 
fees which the Constitution meant should 
go into the Treasury in all cases, they will 
no doubt proceed to “ reform” him. 

A bill should be introduced at once to cut 
down his excessive, unconstitutional fees, 
and give him enly the pay he deserves. 
Five thousand per annum would be ex- 
-tremely liberal in his case. If he does not 
like that compensation, which is exactly 
what he was willing to take from the coun- 
ty before the election, let him resign. 


— — — 
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THE visitation of severe cold has imposed 
an extraordinary burden on the firemen of 
Chicago. Their fortitude and courage have 
been tried almost to the limit of endurance 
by a succession of fires that in one day 
amounted to nearly 100. The department 
has not passed through such an ordeal since 
the great fire of 1871. It has been cause! 
chiefly by the carelessness or ignorance of 
householders. In seeking to provide more 
warmth and in thawing out water and gas 
pipes lack of prudence and knowledge has 
resulted in these numerous blazes. But 
every fire, however trivial in the beginning, 
proved a summons to the firemen for help 
and the have responded to the appeals with 
patient stoicism and not a sign of flinching. 
In many cases a supply of water was ob- 
tained only after chopping away the ice 
formed in the hydrants, and by this loss of 
time small fires gained such headway that 
they yielded only to desperate fighting. Tha 
firemen thus were forced not only to endure 
the bitter cold for hours at a stretch with 
only brief intermissions for warmth and 
food, but were covered with ice formed from 
spray from the hose. Few people can realize 
the hardships endured by these sturdy he- 
roes in the performance of their ordinary 
duty. They braved certain suffering and 
deserve the unqualified sympathy and praise 
of the community.

Means of Redress Provided. 

The State, county, town, or any munici- 
pality, corporation, or person suffering any 
loss or damages by reason of any failure 
to keep and perform any of the conditions 
of the bond to the best of his ability may re- 
cover thereon for its or his use by suit 
in the name of the People of the State 
of Illinois. And every ‘Assessor, Deputy 
Assessor, and Supervisor of Assessments 
Shall also, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, take and subscribe the oath 
prescribed by the Constitution, which oath 
shall also be filed in the office of the County 
Clerk. 

Any Assessor, or Deputy Assessor, or 
Supervisor of Assessments, or other persons 
whose duty it is to assess property for tax- 
ation or equalize any such assessment, who 
shall refuse or knowingly neglect to perform 
any duty required of him by law, or who 
shall consent to or connive at any evasion 
of the provisions of this act whereby any 
property required to be assessed shall be 
unlawfully exempted in whole or in part or’ 
the valuation thereof entered or set down 
at more or less than as required by law, 
shall, upon conviction, be fined for each of- 
fense not less than $100 nor more than 
$5,000, or imprisoned in the County Jail not 
exceeding one year, or both imprisoned and 
fined, in the discretion of the court; and shall 
also be Hable upon his bond to the party 
injured for all damages sustained by such 
party, as above provided. 


How to Assess Property. 


Sec. 76. The Assessor shall, between the 
first day of May and the first day of July 
in the year 1808, and every fifth year there- 
after, in person or by his deputy, actually 
view and determine as nearly as practicable 
the value of each tract or lot of land listed 
for taxation and assess the same at the 
value required by law, setting down the 
sums in the proper columns prepared there- 
for in the duplicate books furnished him. 

In making such assessments he shall 
set down his valuation of tracts and lots, 
less improvements, in one column, and his 
value of wet hs oy in another column, 
andof the fotalof the land and improvements 
in another column.

He shall also set down in 
separate columns the number of acres in 
wheat, corn, oats, meadow, and other field 
products, the number of acres in inclosed 
pastures and orchards, and the number of 
acres in woodlands, whether inclosed or not, 
in that year. 

To Make Annual Reviews. 

„He shall also, between the first day of 
May and the first day of July in each year, 
list and assess in lfke manner all real prop- 
erty which shall become taxable and which 
is not upon the general assessments, and 
also make and return a list of all new or 
added buildings or other structures of dny 
kind of over $100 in value, the value of which 
shall not have been previously added to or 
included in the valuation of the tract or lot 
on which such structures have been erected 
or placed, specifying the tract or lot on 
which each of said structures has been 
erected or placed, the kind of structure, and 
the value of which in his opinion has been 
added to Buch tract or lot by the erection 
thereof: and in case of the destruction or 
injury by fire, flood, cyclone, storm, or other- 
wise, or removal of any structures of any 
kind, or of the destruction of or any injury 
to orchard, timber, ormamental trees or 
groves of over $100 in value, the whole of 
which shall have been included in any for- 
mer valuation of the tract or lot on which 
the same stood, the Assessor shall determine 
as near as practicable how much value less 
such tract or lot is in consequence of suen 
destruction or injury and make return 
thereof. 

Provides Against Possible Neglect. 

„And in tase any Assessor shall fail or 
neglect so to do, then the Supervisor of As- 
sessments may perform that duty. And the 
Assessor and Supervisor of Assessments 
shall, in the case of such new or added 
structure, assess the same according to the 
principle of this act and add the amount to 
the assessment of the same property in the 
grand assessment, and in the case of such 
destruction they shall abate from the as- 
sessment of the tracts or lots 20 damaged 
or lessened the proper proportion thereof, 
estimated according to the same principles.

** First—To assess all such lands or lots as 
have not been listed by the County Clerk 
and not assessed by the Assessor, and to 
make such alterations in descriptions of real 
property as he shall find necessary, and 
when real property has been subdivided 
since the making of the grand assessment to 
correct the descriptions so that it shall cor- 
respond to the deseription in the 
subdivision and distribute the assess- 
ment in proper proportions among the lots 
or parcels into which the land shall have 
been subdivided: and in case of vacation of 
a subdivision or any part thereof readjust 
the descriptions and the assessments ac- 
cordingly. 

To Correct the Errors. 

„ Second—To correct from time to time 
any errors which he may discover in the 
names of the owners, in the valuation, de- 
scription, or quantity of any tract or lot 
contained in the list of real property in his 
county. He shali also in the years other 
than those when a grand assessment is 
made correct the valuation of any tract or 
lot on which any new or added structure of 
over $100 in value may have been erected or 
placed, or on which any structure or other 
thing has been destroyed or injured of like 
value, agreeably to the return of the Town 
or District Assessor, made in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec. 76. 

In making any correction in valuation he 
shall not erase or change the figures con- 
tained in the grand assessment returned to 
him, but he shail enter his corrections in 
different colored ink or in a column for that 
purpose, so that it can always be seen what 
was the Assessor’s valuation and what the 
valuation is as corrected or changed, and he 
shall make no changes in valuations except 
in the case of added structures or destroyed 
or injured structures, or others things re- 
ferred to in Sec. 76, unless upon the written 
application of some person considering him- 
self aggrieved, or who shall complain that 
the property of another is assessed too low, 
when he shall review the assessment of real 
and personal property and correct the same 
as shall appear to be just, and shall at once 
notify the applicant, and in case the assess- 
ment of the property of another is changed 
he shall also notify such person of his decis- 
ion. 

How to Handle Complaints. 

„No complaint that another is assessed 
too low shall be acted upon until such per- 
son, or his agent, if his address is known, 
shall be notified of such complaint. Theno- 
tice may be given by delivering a copy there- 
of to the person or his agent or by sending 
the same by mail. In case the complaint is 
that the property of a certain locality or 
neighborhood is assessed out of proportion 
to some other locality or neighborhood, the 
complaint may be made by any number of 
persons rot less than ten on behalf of them- 
selves and all other persons similarly sit- 
uated, and the notice may be general, de- 
scribing the locality or neighborhood by 
bounds and mentioning the names of not 
less than ten persons in whose names prop- 
erty is assessed as owners, and by giving 
notice by publication in a newspaper, pub- 
lished at the county seat, not less than five 
days before the date fixed for the hearing, a 
copy of which notice shall be sent by mall 
to each of the persons named therein as 


Appeal Within Ten Days. 
“Any person considering ‘himself ag- 
rieved by the decision of the Supervdsor of 
ssessmentes in reference to his own prop- 

erty or in not raising the assessment of an- 
other, may appeal within ten days after he 
has been notified of such decision, giv- 
ing a written agreement, with security, to 
be approved by the Supervisor of Assess- 
ments, by which he shall agree to pay such 
Supervisor and all persons concerned what- 
ever costs or expenses he or they may be 
put on account of such appeal. In counties 
having a Board of Supervisors of Assess- 
ments the appeal shall be to the County 
Court. 
Report to County Clerk. 

„% Whenever the Supervisor of Assessments 
shall make any corrections or changes in 
the assessment he shall within ten days 
thereafter report the same in writing to the 
County Clerk, provided that in case of ap- 
peal the report need not be made until ten 
days after the decision of the County Board, 
and the County Clerk shall proceed te cor- 
rect the assessment in his office to conform 
thereto. U changes in valuations shall be 
entered in a column to be provided therefor, 
and no change shall be made in the figures 
returned by the Assessors, but the valua- 
tion as so changed shall be considered as ihe 
valuation for the purposes of taxation from 
and after the time they are so made, except 
as to any levy of taxes already spread. 


Copies Showing Property Assessed. 

“In counties having a Board of Super- 
visors of Assessments such board shall Im- 
mediately upon the return of the grand as- 
sessment for any town, wholly or partly sit- 
vated in a city, cause to be made out and 
printed by wards, copies of the assessmcnt 
of property lying within such city and dis- 
tribute and keep on hand for distribution 
among property-owners a sufficient number 
of copies of such assessment, not less than 
one copy for each piece of property assessed 
in the ward or district. 2 

In counties under township organization 
the Supervisor of Assessments shall imme- 
diately on the return of the assessment re- 
view the same, with reference to equality of 
valuation as between towns, and report 
in writing to the County Board whether in 
his opinion the valuation in one or more 
towns bear just proportion 40 the other 
towns in the county, and if he finds that they 
do not, he shall specify in what particulars 
they do not, and he shall at the same time 
and whenever required communicate to the 
County Board such information as he shall 
be able to give and that will be of assistance 
in the performance by the board of its duties 
under Sec. 97 of this act. 

Pay of the Assessor's Office. 

“Sec. 08. The pay of Assessors, their 
clerks and deputies in counties not under 
township organization shall, from time to 
time, be fixed by the County Board, and paid 
out of the county treasury. In counties un- 
der township organization the pay of As- 
sessors, their clerk$ and deputies in towns 
where more than two deputies are required, 
shall be fixed by the County Board, and in 
towns where no deputies, or not more than 
two deputies are required, by the Town 
Board of Auditors, and be paid out of the 
town treasury. 

Directions to County Board. 

„ Sec, 97. The County Board, at a meeting 
to be held for the purposes contemplated in 
this act, on the second Monday in July after 
the return of the assessment, or at some 
meeting to be held thereafter as soon as may 
be, shalt

If 
the board shall decide that any such property 
is not iable to taxation, and the question as 
to the liability of such property to taxation 
has not been previously determined, as here- 
maf ter prov , the decision of gaid board 
shall be final unless approved by the Au- 
ditor of Public Accounts; and it shall be the 
duty of the County Clerk in all such cases 
to make out and forward to the Auditor a 
full and complete statement of all the facts 
in the case. If the Auditor is satisfied that 
such property is not legally liable to taxa- 
tion he shall notify the clerk of his approval 
of the decision of the board, and the said 
clerk shall correct the assessment accord- 
ingly. 

To Overrule the County Board. 

“ But if the Auditor is satisfied that such 
property is liable to taxation, he shall advise 
the clerk of his objection to the decision of 
the board, and give notice to said clerk that 
he will apply to the Supreme Court in either 
division, specifying at whet terms thereof, 
for an order to set aside and reverse the de- 
cision of the County Board. Upon the re- 
ceipt of such notice the clerk shall notify 
oe person making the application afore- 
said. 

It shall be the duty of the Auditor to file 
in the Supreme Court a certified statement 
of the facts, certified by the clerk, as afore- 
said, together with his objection thereto, 
and the court shall hear and determine the 
matter as to the right of the case may be. 
If the board shall decide that property so 
claimed to be exempt is liable to be taxed, 
and the party aggrieved shall at the time 
pray an appeal, a brief statement in the case 
shall be made by the clerk and transmitted 
to the Auditor, who shall present the case 
to the Supreme Court, in like manner as 
hereinbefore provided. In either case, the 
collection of the tax shall not be delayed 
thereby, but in case the property is decided 
to be exempt the tax shall be abated or re- 
funded. 


Meetings to Hear Appeals. 

“ Third—When any appeal is prosecuted 
from the Supervisor of Assessments the 
County Board shall fix a time and place for 
the hearing, and cause notice thereof to be 
given to the parties interested and the Su- 
pervisor of Assessments, and shall proceed 
to hear and determine the appeal without 
delay, and certify the results to the Super- 
visor of Assessments, and if any change is 
ordered in an assessment the Supervtsor 
shall certify the same to the County Clerk, 
who shall enter the same in the assessment, 
as in other cases.

Abstracts for the Auditor. 

** Sec. 08. On or before the 10th day of July, 
in 1898, and in every fifth year thereafter the 
County Clerks of the respective counties 
shall, upon the receipt of the assessment, 
make out and transmit to the Auditor an 
abstract of the assessment of property, show- 


each kind of enumerated property, as shown 
by the assessment; the value of each item of 
enumerated property, and total value of per- 
sonal property. 

‘Said abstracts shall be made out on 
blanks which it shall be the duty of the 
Auditor to furnish the County Clerks for that 
Rurpose. The values to be given in said ab- 
stract shall be assessed valuations, except 
in the case of railroad property, denominated 
‘railroad track’ and ‘rolling stock,’ the 
value of which shall be given as returned by 
the railroad company to the County Clerk. 

Statement of Railroad Property. 

The County Clerk shall, at the same time, 
and accompanying said abstract, furnish a 
detailed statement of the railroad property 
denominated ‘railroad track’ and ‘rolling 
stock’ reported by each road located in and 
‘through their counties. If there are any 
roads.so located that have not made their 
reports as required by this act, the clerk shall 
report the fadt, giving the name of such rail- 
road. 

The County Clerk shall on or before the 
10th day of July of the intermediate years on 
the receipt of the assessments of personalty 
make out and transmit to the Auditor a like 
abstract so far. as the same relates to per- 
sonality. The proceedings of the State Board 
of Equalization in this act provided to be 
had in reference to real property shall be 
had in 1898, and in every fifth year thereafter, 
and those in reference to personalty in each 
year. 


Act of May 29, 1887, Repealed. 

** Sec. 2. That an act entitled ‘An act to 
correct irregularities in assessment of prop- 
erty for taxation and in the equalization of 
assessments for such purposes,’ approved and 
in force May 29, 1887, be repealed. The re- 
peal of said act and the amendments of the 
sections hereby amended shall not affect any 
proceeding or assessment made or being 
made under the act to which sueh amend- 
ments refer; but suchamendments shall take 
effect only as to the assessments, therein re- 
ferred to, to be made for the year 1898 and 
subsequently.’’

TO ESTABLISH STANDARD YALUES. 


Companion Reform Measure That 
Seeks a Basis for Fair Assessments 
and Increased Public Revenue. 


The bill for establishing standard values 
of property follows: 

“A bill for an act to amend Secs, 3, 4, 24, 
31 of an act entitled, ‘ An act for the assess- 
ment of property and for the levy and collec- 
tion of taxes.’ . 

He it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois represented in General Assembly: 

„ Bec. 1. That Secs. 8, 4, 24, 81 of an act en- 
titled, An act for the assessment of prop- 
erty and for the levy and collection of taxes,’ 
be amended as follows: 

Rules for Valuing Personal Property. 

„Sec. 3. Personal property, which shall 
be de@med to include moneys, credits, an- 
nuities, royalties, and capital stock, shall be 
valued as follows: 

“ First—All personal property, except as 
herein otherwise directed, shall be valued at 
its fair cash value, which shall be set down 
in one column to be headed full value,’ and 
one-tenth part thereof shall be ascertained 
and set down in another column, which shall 
| be headed assessed value.’ 

‘* Second—Every credit for a sum certain, 
payable either in money or labor, shall be 
valued at a fair cash value of the sum so 
payable; if for any article of property or for 
labor or services of any kind, it shall be 
valued at the current price of sucn property, 
labor, or services. Such fair cush vaiue or 
current price shall be set down in one 
colunin to be headed full value,’ and one- 
tenth part thereof shall be ascertained and 
set down in another column, which shall be 
headed ‘assessed value.’ 

„ Third—Annuities and royalties shall be 
valued at their then present total value, 
which shall be set down in one column 
to be headed full value,’ and one-tenth part 
thereof shall be ascertained and set down 
in another column, which shall be headed 
‘assessed value.’ . 

Te Get at Stock Companies. 

„ Fourth— The capital stock of all com- 
panies and associations now or hereafter 
created under the laws of this State, except 
those required to be assessed by the legal 
Assessors; as hereinafter provided, shall be 
so valued by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion as to ascertain and determine respective- 
ly the fair cash value of such capital stock, 
including the franchise, over and above 
the assessed value of the tangible property 
of such company or association, which fair 
cash value shall be set down in one column 
to be headed full value,’ and one-tenth 
part thereof shall be ascertained and set 
down in another column, which shall be 
headed “assessed value.’ Such board shall 
adopt such rules and principles for ascertain- 
ing the fair cash value of such capital stock 
as to it may seem equitable and just, and 
such rules and principles, when so adopted, 
if not inconsistent with this act, shall be as 
binding and of the same effect as if con- 
tained in this act,.subject, however, to such 
change, alteration, or amendment as may 
be found from time to time to be necessary 
by said board; provided, however, that in all 
cases where the tangible property or capital 
stock of any company or association is as- 
sessed under this act, the shares of 
stock of such company or association shall 
not assessed or taxed in this State.

Sec. 24. The assessor shall furnish to 
each person required to list personal prop- 
erty a printed blank schedule, to be fur- 
nished by the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
upon which shall be printed a notice sub- 
stantially as follows: 

This schedule must be filled out, sworn 
to, and returned to me in person or by mail 
At. (address) on or before 
You are to give a full fair cash value of 
the articles mentioned, as well as the amount 
of money required to be returned. Only one- 
tenth of the several amounts will be taken 
and assessed for the purposes of taxation.

Every person or company en- 
gaged in the business of receiving property 
in pledge or as security for money or other 
thing advanced to the pawner or pledger 
shall be held to be a pawnbroker and shall, 
at the time required by this act, return under 
oath the value of all property pledged and 
held by him as a pawnbroker on hand on

The fate of the General Electric railway 
ordinance in the hands of Mayor Swift is 
as yet unknown. The Mayor said last night 
his time had been so fully engrossed with 
the emgrgency charity work during the day 
he had not taken up the ordinance until 
evening and had not reached any conclusion 
regarding it. 

However, the general impression pre- 
vailed that he would send in a message 
pointing out certain changes that would be 
desirable before the measure could secure 
his signature. 

The promoters of the General Electric 
were fearful lest the Mayor should veto the 
ordinance. They urged, however, that they | 
were offering Chicago a way to get a sys- 
tem of underground electric railroad, and 
said if their offers were not accepted the 
city would have to struggle along forever 
under the trolley. 

Perry Hull, a local representative of the 
company, said: 

“The people of Chicago should take up 
our cause rather than oppose us and use 
every means to induce the Mayor to sign 
the ordinance passed by the Council. We 
are offering the only practical relief from 
the trolley ’ nuisance, for we are compelled 
by the terms of the ordinance to use under- 
ground wires altogether. However, we de- 
sire to do this because we have an under- 
ground system that is certain to work. In 
fact, it is for this reason that the other rall- 
way companies are opposing us and trying to 
bring about the defeat of the franchise. 

Some have objected to the ordinance as 
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weakness for eight years.

It is my sincere wish to get the bill to 
prohibit ticket scalping before the House as 
speedily as possible,“ said Representative 
Sherman of New York, who is championing 
the measure before Congress, and The pros- 
pects are good for a vote being taken some 
time during a morning hour in the House. 
Whenever the Speaker calls the committees 
for reports this subject will be laid before 
the House, as it is on the calendar and 
all ready for action. 

When this subject was up for discussion 
before the Commerce committee it was 
demonstrated clearly enough to the mem- 
bers of that body that a necessity existed 
for remedying a growing evil, and this was 
one of the principal reasons why such a 
strong report was adopted favoring its pas- 
sage, for all the leading railroad corpora- 
tions of the United States are outspoken in 
favor of the abolition of ticket scalping. 
Members of the Inter-State Commerce com- 
mittee are also on record against ticket 
scalping, and for the last six years every re- 
port made by that commission has contained 
urgent suggestions related to doing away 
with such practices as are now in vogue 
among ticket-brokers. It will be of benefit 
to the railroads in more ways than one to 
have their agents for the sale of transporta- 
tion orders duly accredited and authorized 
to do business and it will moreover be of in- 
calculable benefit to the traveling public. 

There is a strong pressure being exerted 
to stifle this bill in the House, but those 
who have been instrumental in bringing this 
matter to a focus do not propose to be in« 
timidated or interfered with in doing what 
they consider their duty to the people of 
this country. Some people have asserted 
there is a lobby heré in the interest of the 
ticket-brokers or scalpers, but I have no 
definite information on the subject, as I am 
about the last person in the world to whom 
they would be willing to confide their plans.”

MONETARY CONFERENCE IS DISCUSSED 


Silver Senators Ridicule Wolcott's 
Trip Abroad—Nicaragua Canal 
Bill Up Again. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Wolcott 
bill for an international monetary con- 
ference was considered for the first time in 
the Senate today. Mr. White (Dem., Cal.) 
and Mr. Cannon (Ind., Utah) and Mr. Daniel 
(Dem., Va.) urged that the conference would 
be futile and was not intended as a serious 
movement toward bimetallism. It was made 
evident, however, that the bill would meet 
with little opposition beyond the expression 
of Senators that the bill would accomplish 


nothing. 

Mr. White spoke derisively of Mr. Wolcott's 
trip to Europe as the representative of the 
coming administration in behalf of 
bimetailism. This envoy antecedent had 
not met with the most hearty 
reception, if the cable reports could 
be believed, but had been referred by 
British staxesmen to their brothers on the 
continent. Mr. White said the measure was 
telt to be harmless, While it might satisfy 
its promoters who might feel tnat it kept 
some of their premises, yet, with this act, 
they were doomed to certain failure. 

Mr. Cannon (ind., Utah) urged an amend- 
ment directing the President of the United 
States to cali tne conference and reciting 
that the purpose was toward securing a ratio 
between 15 to 1 and 16 to 1. He said the 
Wolcott bill merely relieved Mr. McKinley 
from all responsibility, leaving him the 
more administrative duty of appointing 
Commissioners. 

There was a belief, he said, that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, in his holy of holies, entertains a 
conviction favorable to bimetallism, and the 
bill should be made broad enough to permit 
the coming President to aid in the accom- 
plishment of this great end, instead of retir- 
ing into a passive and administrative atti- 
tude. As to international conferences in 
general, Mr. Cannon said he had little faith 
in them, and it would be about as difficult 
to galvanize life into one of the Pharaohs 
as to get any definite results from such con- 
ference. The Senator referred also to Mr. 
Wolcott's trip to Europe, and said little was 
to be expected from this “ lilletante dalli- 
ance with the great question involved. 

Mr. Stewart (Pop., Nev.) offered an amend- 
ment prowiding that in case the international 
conference failed to effect an agreement as 
to bimetallism then within thirty days after 
the adjournment of the conference the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall coin all gold and 
silver brought to the mints into standard 
silver dollars and such gold coins as are now 
provided by law. 

The discussion then gave way to the Nica- 
ragua Canal bill, Mr. Chandler stating that 
he would urge the conference bill to final 
action at the earliest possible Moment. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.), in charge of the 
Nicaragua Canal bill, proposed an amend- 
ment 9 to overcome the objections 
stated in the recent protest of Minister 
Rodriguez of the Greater Republic of Cen- 
tral America. 

Mr. Daniel (Dem., Va.) spoke against the 
canal bill. At the outset, however, he turned 
aside to discuss the proposed international 
monetary conference. Referring to Mr. Wol- 
cott’s trip, Mr. Daniel said tt was a remark- 
able and pathetic spectacle to see this so- 
journ to the foot of the British throne. 

rning to the pending canal bill Mr. Daniel 
said tt was dead. The speech of the Senator 
from Indiana (Turpie) had killed it, and 
Minister Rodriguez had exposed its corpse 
in the public morgue. 

Mr. Daniel bitterly denounced the canal 
company and the pending bill, declaring that 
the of the bill would in effect put 
the United States into the bunco business.“ 
After pouring all the hundred mill ton into 
this canal the United States could not main- 
tain exclusive control. The United States 
would pay for the canal and Great Britain 
would use it.

A meeting of a number of dealers was held 
at the Del Prado Hotel on Monday night, 
and a meeting called for tomorrow afternoon 
at 3 o’clock for the organization of a Na- 
tional Cycle Dealers’ Association. This as- 
sociation has been under consideration by 
the dealers of the larger cities of the country 
for some time, as it would fill along felt want 
in their business. The National Cycle Board 
of Trade, including only man@facturers, was 
not exactly «he kind of an organization to 
look after the wants of the dealers directly. 
The new association will be closely allied 
with the Board of Trade and will be under its 
jurisdiction. Members of the local Board of 
Trade in St. Louis’ and other cities have 
been backing the enterprise, and a meeting 
preliminary to it has been held by Chicago 
dealers.

LOWER HOUSE OF NEVADA LEGISLA-~ 
TURE PASSES THE BILL. 


Committee on Public Morals Makes a 
Favorable Report and Quick Action 
Follows—Price of a License for 
Each Contest Raised from $250 to 
$1,000—Said to Be No Doubt About 


the Success of the Measure in the 


Senate. 


Carson, Nev., Jan. 26.—[ Special. There 18 
now every reason to believe that the big 
mill between Corbett and Fitzsimmons will 
take place in this State if the promoters of 
that contest are willing to pay $1,000 for 
a license. 

The bill for the regulation and restriction 
of glove contests was passed by the Assem- 
bly today by a vote of 30 to 9. The bill was 
returned from the Committee om Pub- 
lic Morals this morning substantially 
as introduced except that the license for 
each contest wag raised from $250 to $1,000, 
$900 of which is to go to the State and $100 
to the county in which the battle takes place.

What the Governor 
will do is not known, but in view of the 
general demand of the people it is thought 
that he will sign it.

ARRIVAL OF LEO STERN, THE ‘CELLIST 


Brings with Him the “ General Kyd” 
Stradivarius, Said to Be Larg- 
est in Existence. 


Mr. Leo Stern, ’cellist, the soloist in this 
week’s orchestral concert, has arrived hcre 
from London and will make his first Amer- 
ican appearance in the rehearsal at the Au- 
ditorium on Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Stern brings with him a ’cello said to 
be the largest Stradivarius in existence. “It 
‘s dated 1684, and is known as the General 
Kyd Stradivarius. Its cost was over 30,000. 
It was presented to him by a group of 
English friends, chief among whom was 
Lord Amherst of Hackney. 

Mr. Stern came into prominence first 
through his performance of the new Dvorak 
concerto. He has played this same concerto 
under the composer’s direction at Prague, 
and more recently at Leipzig. 

In his earlier career he played before the 
Queen at Osborne, Balmoral, and Windsor. 
His first professional concert tour was with 
Mme. Patti in 1888. He studied first with 
Piatti in London and later in Leipzig un- 
der Klengel and Davidoff. Five days subse- 
quent to his appearance at the Gewandhaus 
last month Mr. Stern was summoned to 
play before Emperor William at Potsdam. 

He is an Englishman by birth and comes 
of a musical family. He expects to remain 
in this country twelve weeks. 

Mr. Stern said last night: 

J made a concert tour with Mme. Patti 
in the autumn. She is now on her way to 
sing in opera at Nice. After that engage- 
ment I played on the continent at Prague 
and Leipzig, where Nikisch conducted, and 
afterward before the Emperor at Potsdam. 
Just before sailing I played at the Crystal 
Palace. In this country, among other con- 
certs, I shall make my New York début with 
the Philharmonic. 

My engagement with the London Phil- 
harmonic of last March ledito my experience 
with Dvorak and his new concerto. I wrote 
them from Leipzig that I would play one 
of two things, a work by Techaikoweky or 
the new Dvorak concerto. The latter was 
chosen. But four weeks remained to study 
it and I set to work, practicing seven hours 
a day. Ten days before the time when I 
felt I should be leaving for England I tele- 
graphed Dvorak asking that I might come 
to Prague to study it with him, I waited 
two days and, getting no answer, tele- 
graphed again. This time came an answer 
that he had concluded not to have it played. 
I knew what that meant, that he did not 
wish rhe to play it; besides it was dedicated 
to another ‘cellist. Nevertheless, I got on 
the train, went to Prague, played it for 
him, and-with the result that I played it in 
London. Three hours in the morning we 
would study the work together, and in the 
afternoons he would drive me about Prague, 
and was exceedingly friendly and kind. 

‘*T hope later to make a tour with Mme. 
Melba. She is coming back to America in 
the spring when I am fully assured she will 
be recovered. But you know it will be im- 
possible for her to sing in the Chicago opera 
season.“ 

Mr. Stern is a man of medium height, 
broad-shouldered, and with a frank boyish 
face. One of his sisters married Mr. John 
Hare, the actor. In his possession are eight 
souvenirs presented him by the Queen of 
England with whom heisa particular favor- 


ite.

Heart of Maryland,” a letter conveying the 
offer of the company now presenting the

signs of talent it would be a waste of space 
to review his book. But it is not impossibié 
that, with cleaner materials, he may some 
day come to be “one of the best-known 
novelists in England.“ The high-strung 
passion and the shrill notes of iniquity that 
pervade Nancy Noon at least show 
Strength, and perhaps judgment and tem- 
perance may céme in time. If it be true 
that most men have no judgment worth 
speaking of until they are 80, Mr. Swift still 
has several years to-go on. ed 

In defense of the admitted high pitch 
of his story the author quotes Tristram 
Shandy’s saying: Be but in tune with 
yourself,” madam, tis no matter how high 
or low you take it.“ The morals of Sterne 
are indeed a fit comment upon the author 
and his book. And when Mr. Swift quotes 
Turguenev’s aphorism, “Who says cold 
says mediocre,”’ he overlooks the other fact 
that Who says vile says vulgar.“ 

Mr, Swift has a jerky, pounding style that 
is not easy or pleasant reading, but it must 
be admitted that he has invented a stro 
and unhackneyed plot which holds the re 
er’s interest, even through the author’s fre- 
quent incoherencies. Nancy Noon herself is 
not a bad character, though she is often in 
bad company. She is an orphan in charge 
of a low-lived uncle, but the trysting scene 
in which Ben Moulter, the Baronet’s son, 
meets her on the moor shows both the lovers 
in a charming light. Then comes the deal 
by which Nancy’s guardian arranges to pay 
his gambling debts to a sort of human 
carrion crow, Twiggs,. by giving Nancy to 
him in wedlock. While Ben lies ill of a 
fever Twigg carries the girl away, and in 
her desperation she flees to a London slum 
hole, whence she is in due time rescued by 
a knight errant named Sparshott. 

Sparshott is the only character for whom 
one feels any ee amount of sympathy, 
and even he forfeits it often by his Ayaunt, 
Villain!“ melodramatics. But in the main 
he is a strong and quite human character. 
After he has fallen in love with the rescued 
girl, fate and the author lead him unawares 
to Ben Moulter, Nan's lawyer lover, to get 
the unfortunate Twigg marriage untied. 
The mass of minor characters that are 
lugged in confuse and weaken the story, 
but when Sparshott suddenly discovers that 
his lawyer and his girl have elo in the 
midst of his suit he has the reader's sym- 
pathy in all his ravings and searchin 

This Puritan character, in his final. tobog- 
gan slide into sensual sin, is really the cen- 
tral figure from the time he enters the story. 
The tactics by which the scarlet Jiss play 
upon the wound that Nancy has left, and 
the self-deceiving sophistry by which Spar- 
shott allows himself to be d ed to the 
vile resort called the Play Maidens, are 
human enough, and, if treated with more 
of the Barrie reticence and less of the 
Sterne salaciousness, would be deserving 
of strong praise. The final catastrophe, i 
which the Play Maidens burns to the groun 
and Sparshott perishes in the flames, is 
artistically correct, but quite devoid of 
human feeling because of its patent arti- 
ficiality and melodramatic impressionism. 

Mr. Swift has told his story in a series 
of impressionistic dabs. The work strikes 
one favorably in spots, but it cannot stand 
analysis. To use his own chosen metaphor, 
the author does mot always si in tune 
with himself. The same Benny. drowns 
Nan’s words in the thunder of his kisses 
is the one who, when at last the 


lovers meet. 
again, uses his ‘first breath in asking: My 


darling is—is pure?” And this, the author 
tells us, was love with its old radiance 
one abandonment and note of the Immeasur- 
able!“ 

There are other major and minor false 
notes. The blackbird that sang on Nan’s 
windowsill must surely have been a bom- 
bazine bird, for blackbirds are not-wont to 
perch on windowsills. And Sparshott could 
not have been such a great Puritan after 
all if a mere wound in the arm during that 
duel laid him flat on the ground. These 
are but types of the larger crudities of style 
which mar Nancy Noon.“ The story lacks 
both unity and continuity. The author has 
introduced more characters and threads of 
narrative than the can manage, and they 
both lie around loose—very loose. 

“A spectacle of iniquity.” says Mr. Swift. 
is the most necessary of all things. And 
to make us happy in the possession of life's 
glad temperate zones some must steer and 
perish in the polar waters of the soul.” This 
is well said. but as an excuse for his book 
it is as sovhistical as that other saying of 
his, in palliation of Nan’s desertion of her 
benefactor: “If the world now and again 
sacrifices one for a thousand, does it not 
seem fair that now and again a thousand 
should be sacrificed for one?“ One may 
agree with the author as to the usefulness 
of polar waters until he begins pouring 
them down the back of one's neck. And one 
may agree with him that the spectacle of 
iniquitv “ has its uses until he begins daub- 
ing bill-poster representations of it on the 
inner walls of our home life. ,

ON WEAKNESS IN LIVERPOOL. 


Pinal Report on Crop by the Govern- 
ment Ignored Abrond—Stop Orders 
Reached Early: in the Day—Weak- 
ness Most Pronounced Just Before 
the Clese—Provisions and Coarse 
Grain Sympathize with Wheat

Wheat was an utterly demeralized market 
yesterday. The May delivery made a net 
decline of 2c. Liverpool cables were a dis- 
appointment in view of the final report of 
the government on the yield of wheat. The 
figures given were considerably below the 
estimates current in the trade, and it was 
naturally expected that the report would be 
given a bullish interpretation abroad, Liver- 
pool, however, was weak at the opening and 
closed with spot wheat 1d lower and futures 
%4d lower. Paris and Berlin were both frac- 
tionally lower, while 2 
Antwerp showed no fp 
change. The argu- 
ment was that if the 
government figures 
caused no enthusi- 
asm abroad, where

A 
number of cargoes have been reported with- 
in the last two or three days which have been 
overdue. 

Provisions were heavy, principally in 
sympathy with wheat, but there were few 
incidents in the trade. Hog receipts at seven 
principal points were 52,200, against 49,300 
for the same day a year ago.

HOPKINS TESTIFIES AGAINST PULLMAN 


Ex-Mayor's Company Sues the Palace 
Car Concern for 86,500, Afléged 
Exee¢ssive Rent Paid.

Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins appeared in 
Judge Clifford’s court yesterday as plaintiff 
and witness in the suit of the Secord- -Hop- 
kins company against the Pullman Palace 
Car company for $6,500, alleged to have been 
paid in excessive rents. 

In 1885 Mr. Hopkins and F. H. Secord or- 
ganized the Arcade Trading company and 
rented from the Pullman company four 
Stories in the Arcade Building, in which 
they opened 4 general store. The company 
continued as à tenant of the palace car cor- 
poration until November, 1889, when it re- 
moved to Kensington, changing its name to 
the Secord-Hopkins company. 

Mr. Hopkins testified that the nominal 
rent paid was $6,600 a year; but the amount 
actually to be paid was only $4,800. He said 
that Mr. Pullman had promised to see that 
5 difference was returned, but had never 

one 80.

383, and a surplus for the yer remained, 
after paying operating expenses, of $91,022. 
This surplus was absorbed by the payment 
of $96,964 on account of car trust notes, be- 
ing all of such notes maturing during the 
year. In brief, your company has been able 
during the year to promptly meet its out- 
standing obligations, On Jan.1, 1807, 
there remained outstanding car trust notes 
amounting to $152,749, As- against $239,083 
Jan. 1, 1896.

Employes Are Influenced to Approach 

Legislative Members of Various 

States and Protest Against Action 

. Claimed te Be Prejudicial te the 

Interests of Bread-Winners—Chica- 

go Freight Bureau, in Annual Ses- 
sion, Elects Officers for the Year. 


Western railroad matiagers are pursuing 
the same tactics to defeat the bills intro- 
duced in most of the Western Legislatures 
Axing the maximum passenger fare at 2 
cents a mile that were pursued by the North 
Gide street car magnate, Yerkes, when the 
Common Council of Chicago tried to pass an 
ordinance recently to 2 the street car 
companies in this city sell tickets at 4 
cents a ride. Great pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the members ot the Legisia- 
tures to vote against the proposed legislation 
by the employés of the various roads. 

The brotherhoods of locomotive engineers, 
firemen, railroad trainmen, and nearly all 
other organizations of railroad employés are 
getting up remonstrances against 2 reduc- 
tion in the rate of passenger fares. These 
men profess to see in the proposed measure 
@ menace to their interests. They fear that 
the passage of the bills would mean to many 

them the loss of their jobs and a reduction 

wages and harder work to the others. 
This fear has been created by the threats 
ot the railroads that the enactment of those 
Measures into laws would be followed by a 
reduction of train service and the dispensing 
with many of the train crews. 

Aside from the help they receive from their 
train employés the railway managers them- 
gelves are not idle, and the ablest lobbyists 
mim the various States where legislation is at- 
tempted are at work for the defeat of the 

proposed measures. They have prepared 
statistics and statements to show the legis- 
Jators that a 2-cent maximum rate would 
mean to them practically a confiscation of 
their property, and so far as logic goes they 
expect to be able to upset completely the 
arguments of the advocates of the proposed 


adverse legislation.

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WDONNELL ON POLICE PERSECUTION. 


Makes a Protest Againat the Arrest of 
Himeelf and Edward Noyes on Al- 
leged Unknown Charges. 


Chicago, Jan. 26.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
A few days ago Mr. Edwin Noyes and my- 
self were arrested without warrant and the 
fact was telegraphed to the newspapers 
throughout the United States. In spite of 
an effort by the police to hold us in seclusion 
without making any charge against us, we 
succeeded in having the matter brought be- 
fore the court last Saturday, when a contin- 
uance was taken until today. After the ar- 
rest, and not before it, as should have been 
the case, a warrant of a kind which the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and that of 
probably every State in the Union has re- 


peatedly declared illegal, was sworn out 


against us. Today the case was called in the 
Harrison Street Police Court and no charge 
of any kind was substantiated. Much more, 
no charge of any kind was made against us 
and we were discharged. 

Such an outrage would be a grievous in- 
jury to any man. It is especially grievous to 
us. We cannot be written of in any paper 
without the fact being immediately known 
All over America. The circumstance of our 
arrest has been telegraphed to all parts of 
the land. The fact that the charge was too 
absurd to be entertained will probably not 
be thought important enough to mention. 

Ever since out return from England we 
have been working earnestly and in the face 
of every difficulty to support ourselves hon- 
orably and to establish a reputation, and we 
have succeeded so well that up to this mo- 
ment we have been able to obtain the counte- 
nance of the most prominent men in Amer- 
ica. In Chicago alone we are acquainted 
with merchants, Judges, lawyers, and bank- 
ers, every one of whom thought well of us 
and stood ready to give us introductions and 
support. 

Our arrest has done us incalculable injury 
with such persons, not only here but every- 


where, and it says but little for justice in this‘ 


city if men can be arrested, locked up in 
secret confinement as long as the police 
choose, and when the matter is finally 
brought to court not one syllable of evidence 
be produced. It is the law, I believe, that an 
accused person must be brought before the 
court within twenty-four hours after his 
arrest. I am informed that it is no uncom- 
mon thing for a prisoner to be held in secret 
confinement for many days until the police 
choose to arraign him. 

In view of the enormous injury which has 
been done us we intend to take such action 
as may recompense us for it. 

I ask that you publish this statement in 
justice to us and to the public.

ATTACKS MRS. A. I. BENEDICT’S WILL. 


ley and Dr. E. Dupuy Poisoned 
His Mother’s Mind. 


Frank T. W. Pamer has filed a bill in the 
Circuit Court to set aside the will of his 
mother, Anna M. Benedict, who died in 
Paris, France, a year ago leaving e 
valued at $800,000. 

Azariah R..Palmer, the father of the com- 
Plainant, an only son, was a prominent 
citizen of Chicago, of the firm of Palmer, 
Fuller & Co. He died in 1874, leaving his 
estate to his widow, Mrs. Anna M. Palmer. 
In 1877 Mrs. Palmer married Russell Bene- 
dict, who died in 1892. Mrs. Benedict spent 
most of her time abroad. 

Mrs. Benedict made her will in March, 
1895. She bequeathed to Fordyce G. Bradley, 
her brother-in-law, a Chicago attorney, 
$25,000, and in addition an annuity of $1,000 
a year. Most of the estate she left in trust 
to Mr. Bradley, providing that the com- 
age should have an income therefrom 

of $5,000 a year, subject to the disgretion 
of the trustee, and especially prohibiting 
that any part of the income should be used 
for the support or maintenance of the com- 
plainant’s wife. 

Mr. Palmer avers. that at the time shé 
made the will his mother was not of sound 
mind. He alleges that her physician, Dr. 
Eugene Dupuy, prejudiced his mother 
against him, in collusion with Fordyce G. 
Bradley. These two, he declares, prevented 
him from communicating with Mrs. Bene- 
dict. Thecomplainant also charges that Mr. 
Bradley wrote letters to Mrs. Benedict which 
poisoned her mind against her son. The 
will made by Mrs. Benedict, the complainant 
asserts, was prepared by Bradley, and it 
execution procured by him and Dr. Dupuy. 


VAN RIPER CHARGED WITH SWINDLING 


Arrested on Complaint of A. Bracher 
of Harrod, O., Through an Attorney, 
Who Alleges a Change Cheat. 


On a warrant issued by Justice Prindiville 
Lewis A. Van Riper was arrested yesterday 
charged with obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses. He gave bonds in $2,000 for his ap- 
pearance on Feb. 2. 

The warrant was issued upon the com- 
plaint of Henry Stephen, an attorney, No. 
234 La Salle street, who declares that he acts 
for A. Bracher of Harrod, O., who was, so 
the complaint states, swindled out of $1,000 
by Van Riper. 

It is charged that Van Riper wae associated 
in business with Robert H. Kelly, as Robert 
H. Kelly & Co., with offices at La Salle and 
Quincy streets. This firm, ſt is charged, sent 
out circulars soliciting money to be put in 
a general fund, to be used on the Board of 
Trade, the contributors to share proportion- 
ately in the profits and losses. 

Bracher received one of the circulars last 
August, and last November sent Kelly & Co. 
$1,000, instructing them to use the money as 
they saw fit. When this had grown to $1,300 
Bracher wrote, withdrawing from the specu- 
lation. He was informed by a letter, said 
to be in the possession of Attorney Stephen, 
the company had dost heavily, and that his 
money was gone. 


SUBS TO RECOVER TITLE 10 REALTY. 


Joseph Botte Alleges That Baird 4 
Bradley Got His Land Without 
* His Knowledge. 


Joseph Botto has filed a bill in the Cireuſt 
Court to recover possession of $20,000 worth 
of property at Madison and Aberdeen streets 
‘which, he says, was obtained from him with- 
out his knowledge by the old real estate firm 
of Baird & Bradley. The defendants to 
the bill are Francis Bradley and George B. 
Cook. 

Mr. Botto saye that in 1874 he negotiated 
a loan of $7,400 through Baird & Bradley 
and gave a bond for $15,000 to Bradley anda 
trust deed on the property to Lyman Baird. 
He asserts that he signed the trust deedand 
bond without knowing their provisions. 

In May, 1878, the property was sold under 
the trust deed without the knowledge of the 
complainant, so the bill says. Botto asks 
for an accounting and the court is asked to 
restore his title to the property.

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE IN FA- 
VOR OF ARBITRATION. 
Adepts Resolutions Indersing the 
Treaty — Chicage Representatives 
Take Part in the Debate on This 


Subject—Also Present Resolutions. 


for Promotion of Reciprocity, Fa- 
voring a Board of Laber Arbitra- 
tor Want Laws Enforced. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—{Special.}— 
Chicago’s Board of Trade representatives 
who are in attendance upon the sessions 
of the national body had no chance today 
to discuss any of the features in which they 
are most interested from the fact that all 
their resolutions were referred to appropri- 
ate committees for a report and recom- 
mendations. Those who represent the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade are George F. Stone, 
L. W. Bodman, R. S. Lyon, H. F. Dousman, 
J. C. Hately, Charles B. Congdon, B. F. 
Howard, and J. G. Steever. 

Some of the most important resolutions 
presented on behalf of Chicago related to 
the promotion of reciprocity, establishment 
of a department of commerce and manu- 
factures, prevention of the premature pub- 
lication of government crop reports, a Board 
of Labor Arbitrators, and urging the en- 
forcement of regulations established by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

While nothing definite was said in regard 
to the pooling bill, it was the understanding 
among members of the Chicago delegation 
that they would favor any action the com- 
mission might deem proper. They also ex- 
pressed themselves favorable to the princi- 
ples of arbitration, outlined in the pending 
treaty, between Great Britain and the 
United States, but would not insist upon 
hasty or ill-advised action on the part of 
this country. 


Chicago Delegates Debate. 

All the members ot the delegation took 
part in the debate on this subject by the 
national body and subsequently attended an 
arbitration rally at the Grand Opera-House. 
It is expected that reports on the resolutions 
submitted by the Chicago Board of Trade 
will be reported tomorrow by the commit- 
tees to which they were referred, and they 
may have a debate on the reciprocity and 
labor arbitration topics. 

Following is the substance of the arbitra- 
tion resolutions: 

Resolved, That every consideration of the 
welfare of the Nation, the healthful develop- 
ment of our material interests, and the high- 
est prosperity and happiness of our people 
at home; the extengion of our interests and 
cementing of amicable relations abroad, and 
the advancement of civilization, enlightened 
liberty and good will throughout the world 
require that a treaty of arbitration between 
the Governments of Great Britain and the 
United States shall be approved. 

Indianapolis Board Resigns. 

The application from the Detroit Board of 
Trade, which withdrew last year, was re- 
ceived and properly referred. The resigna- 
tion. of the Indianapolis Board of Trade was 
accepted. 

The following resolution, presented by the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That the National Board of 
Trade urges the enactment by Congress of 
a law abolishing compulsory pilotage for 
sailing vessels in the coastwise trade.“ 

The venerable Frederick Fraley of Phila- 
delphia, who was absent from the meeting 
by reason of the illness of his wife, was re- 
elected President.
